Examining  the  EPD's  internal  quandary 

The  controversy  over  the  police  auditor  and  the  Civilian  Review  Board  (CRB) 
has  come  to  involve  so  many  persons  of  authority  and  consequence,  in¬ 
cluding  the  voters  of  Eugene,  in  viewpoints  both 
positive  and  negative,  that  I  feel  compelled  to  weigh 
in.  I  submit  that  the  most  important  issue  on  the 
November  ballot  for  the  well-being  of  Eugene 
was  the  passage  of  Measure  20-146. 

Every  police  department,  everywhere  in 
the  world,  has  its  own  unique  departmental 
personality,  developed  gradually  from 
its  inception  through  to  the  present.  This 
personality  does  not  evolve  from  the  pious 
platitudes  of  founding  ordinances  or  mission 
statements  but  rather  from  the  real-life  personalities 
of  the  men  who  were  there  originally,  and  later  from  the 
men  and  women  of  the  rank  and  file  who  followed.  The  common  thread  through 
all  is  a  department's  informal  leadership  -  those  who  absorb  the  attitudes  of  their 
predecessors,  modify  them  with  their  own  attitudes  and  experiences,  and  then  are 
strong  enough  to  pass  them  on  to  the  succeeding  generation  of  officers. 

Chiefs  and  captains,  lieutenants  and  sergeants  promoted  from  the  ranks  will 
usually  conform  to  the  mission  statement  and  can  have  an  influence.  But  unless 
they  are  stronger  than  the  informal  leadership,  all  they  can  do  is  legislate  the 
actions  of  the  rank  and  file  when  the  rank  and  file  is  in  their  direct  sight.  Regardless 
of  all  the  sensitivity  training  a  troubled  department  can  provide,  the  rank  and  file 
will  not  change  the  way  they  think  and  feel  unless  the  informal  leadership  buys  into 
it.  From  all  indications,  it  appears  that  neither  the  formal  nor  informal  leaderships 
of  the  Eugene  Police  Department  bought  into  the  establishment  of  a  Police  auditor 
and  a  CRB. 

Police  departments  very  basically  fall  into  three  categories.  One  is  the  highly 
motivated,  service-oriented  agency,  where  the  needs  of  the  community  are  first 
and  foremost.  The  second  is  the  occupation-type  force  with  an  "us  against  them" 
attitude  toward  the  community  and  which  does  as  little  as  possible  while  making 
every  excuse  as  to  why  it  canft  provide  better  service.  The  third  is  a  combination 
of  the  first  two,  where  adequate  service  is  provided  albeit  reluctantly,  and  there 
is  a  wary  but  accepted  accommodation  between  the  community  and  their  police. 
Unfortunately,  I  see  the  Eugene  Police  Department  (EPD)  as  falling  into  the  second 
category.  And  under  Chief  Lehner  it  went  deeper  so  by  the  day. 

Lehner  is  gone  now  and,  in  my  opinion,  not  a  moment  too  soon.  He  came  here  at 
the  tail  end  of  the  Magana/Lara  mess.  He  was  saddled  with  an  auditor  and  a  Civilian 
Review  Board,  which  he  had  previously  opposed  in  Tucson.  It  is  understandable  that 
he  may  have  felt  this  was  an  intrusion  on  his  managerial  prerogatives  or  even  his 
integrity.  However,  it  was  the  will  of  the  people  and  the  law. 

Lehner's  response  was  passive  resistance  and  spite.  He  resisted  all  pleas  for 
more  patrol  downtown  with  the  usual  "lack  of  manpower"  excuse.  Betty  Snowden 
and  other  downtown  merchants  made  a  widely  publicized  demand  at  a  City  Council 
meeting  for  help  to  control  the  downtown  mischief-makers.  Just  a  few  days  later 
Lehner  sent  an  eight-man  traffic  squad  to  the  downtown  area  on  the  pretext 
of  increased  traffic  violations.  Sixty-seven  people  carrying  on  their  legitimate 
downtown  business  were  ticketed  by  the  squad  with  mostly  petty  but  expensive 
traffic  violations.  Not  one  of  those  67  had  Kool  Aid  hair  or  facial  piercings  or  Goth 
clothing  or  the  accoutrements  of  the  wandering  homeless.  That  the  squad  was  so 
zealous  reflects  the  agreement  of  the  informal  leadership  with  Lehner's  thinking. 
Then,  as  recent  events  have  shown,  the  passive  resistance  turned  into  outright 
aggression  and  meanness,  first  by  Lehner  and  then  by  the  police  union. 

The  prime  argument  against  civilian  review  is  that  police  are  unique  and  cannot 
be  understood  by  those  who  are  without  police  training  and  experience.  Therefore, 
according  to  this  thinking,  law  enforcement  should  police  itself,  as  do  doctors  and 
lawyers  who  also  have  unique  training  and  experiences.  Sounds  good  in  theory  but 
we  all  know  how  that  sometimes  doesn't  work  in  those  professions  either.  Doctors 
and  lawyers  have  a  hard  time  abusing  the  ethics  of  their  profession  without  leaving 
a  trail  of  some  kind  that  can  usually  be  followed  to  an  actionable  result.  Seldom  so 
in  law  enforcement. 

The  "police  power"  is  a  function  of  the  state.  It  derives  in  antiquity  from  the  very 
essence  of  the  human  social  contract.  In  its  utmost  simplicity  it  has  been  defined  as 
the  maintenance  of  order.  Anything  that  is  out  of  order  usually  gets  a  look-see  by  a 
"police  officer." 

Under  our  form  of  government,  the  governor  is  the  chief  police  officer  of  the 
state.  Since  he  can't  be  everywhere,  his  police  power  is  delegated  to  counties 
and  municipalities,  through  their  charters,  for  the  efficiency  of  its  control.  Police 
officers  are  hired  by  these  chartered  subdivisions  and  sworn  to  their  duties  there, 
but  they  are  really  officers  of  the  state. 

No  one,  including  the  governor,  can  legally  order  a  police  officer  not  to  make

UNKIND  CUTS 

On  Dec.  1,  Gov.  Kulongoski  released  his 
budget  for  2009-2011  in  which  he  proposed 
some  large  cuts  in  services  for  those  citizens 
of  Oregon  who  are  seniors,  disabled  or 
both. 

One  of  those  proposed  cuts  would 
eliminate  services  to  people  receiving  less 
than  80  hours  per  month  of  in-home  care. 
While  this  type  of  care  is  recognized  as 
the  most  cost-effective  means  of  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  estimated  2500  citizens 
presently  using  such  care,  their  needs  will 
remain  and  will  have  to  be  met  by  means 
that  will  be  more  expensive  in  terms  of 
Oregon’s  budget. 

A  second  cut  proposed  by  Kulongoski  is 
to  change  the  income  level  to  be  eligible  for 
Oregon’s  Medicaid  program  to  150  percent 
of  the  federal  poverty  level  of  $1,300  per 
month.  People  with  incomes  above  $1,300 
would  no  longer  be  eligible  for  Medicaid , 
and  this  would  be  true  even  if  these  Oregon 
citizens  have  spent  their  entire  life  savings 
and  are  in  need  of  significant  care. 

The  most  important  of  these  three  cuts 
would  reduce  funding  for  the  Oregon  Project 
Independence  (OPI)  by  40  percent.  The 
purpose  of  OPI  is  to  allow  people  to  stay 
in  their  homes  rather  than  to  be  forced  to 
seek  higher  cost  care  elsewhere.  This  cut 
would  force  some  people  from  the  safety 
and  security  of  living  in  their  home  and 
increase  the  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  Oregon 
of  providing  such  needed  care.

PUBLICITY  STUNT 

In  regard  to  the  Nov.  6  EW  interview 
with  Congressman  DeFazio,  I  agree  with  the 
subsequent  letters  of  response  pointing  out 
the  Congressman’s  imperfect  lack  of  fidelity 
to  a  broader-based  mass  transit  system.  I’m 
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particularly  distressed  by  DeFazio’s  re- 
championing  of  the  LTD  EmX  system  as 
an  answer  to  Lane  County’s  transportation 
needs. 

Without  a  strengthening  of  the  whole 
reach  of  LTD  to  needful  points  in  Eugene 
and  our  county,  the  EmX  is  little  more  than 
LTD/construction-interest  pork,  a  high 
profile  publicity  stunt  designed  to  enhance 


the  status  of  LTD  as  a  wannabe  transit 
pioneer. 

Here  we  are  with  LTD  on  the  eve  (for  the 
coming  year)  of  draconian  cuts  to  bus  runs, 
elimination  of  routes,  including  the  popular 
Breeze  minibus  serving  the  UO,  downtown 
and  Country  Club  Road  medical  centers  — 
and  all  DeFazio  can  talk  about  is  EmX  and 
lots  and  lots  of  someday  streetcars. 


Streetcars  would  be  nice,  but  for  now  we 
need  to  ensure  that  people  can  get  to  their 
jobs  easily  from  every  neighborhood  and 
that  stores  selling  food  and  other  necessities 
are  easily  accessible  by  bus.  Local  taxes 
can’t  meet  LTD’s  needs  at  present.  Therefore 
federal  help  is  necessary  to  maintain 
services  if  the  state  can’t  offer  relief,  and 
in  spite  of  Gov.  Kulongoski’s  intent  to  seek 


some  transit  relief  we  probably  can’t  count 
on  it. 

So,  DeFazio,  how  about  some  real  help 
for  the  10,000-plus  mostly  low-income 
riders  who  depend  upon  the  managers  of 
a  largely  indifferent  LTD  autocracy  which 
seems  resigned  to  massive  cuts  in  service?

an  arrest  for  a  crime  he  or  she  has  witnessed  or  for  a  serious  crime  he  or  she  has 
probable  cause  to  believe  a  person(s)  has  committed.  Thus,  once  an  arrest  has  been 
made,  only  the  arresting  officer  can  legally  "unarrest"  the  person  if  he  or  she  finds  his 
or  her  observation  or  probable  cause  was  faulty.  Additionally,  as  long  as  the  arrest  was 
made  in  good  faith,  the  officer  is  protected.  Otherwise  it  is  up  to  other  state  officials, 
e.g.  prosecutors  and  judges,  to  determine  whether  the  police  officer  was  right  or 
wrong  -  provided  the  officer  has  told  the  truth.  In  reality,  their  actual  power  is  virtually 
unbridled.  And  what  an  awesome  power  it  is,  considering  that  the  result  of  the  police 
officer's  actions  could  be  fine,  incarceration  or  even  death  for  the  arrestee! 

Why  would  someone  so  sworn  abuse  such  power?  Because  of  all  the  human  frailties: 
ego,  anger,  frustration,  recognition,  greed,  revenge,  lust,  power,  fear,  and  any  others 
that  can  come  to  mind. 

But  what  would  someone  with  all  that  power  have  to  fear?  Fear  of  doing  something 
wrong  and  being  found  out,  resulting  in  discipline,  lawsuit,  loss  of  job,  or  even  their  own 
incarceration. 

The  opportunity  for  the  abuse  of  police  power  by  a  law  enforcement  officer  suc¬ 
cumbing  to  human  frailty  is  almost  unlimited,  because  for  most  of  his  or  her 
time  on  duty  an  officer  works  alone  and  unsupervised.  Additionally,  the  job  can 
often  be  boring,  which  brings  into  play  temptations  for  the  rogue,  as  in  "An  idle  mind  is 
the  devil's  workshop,"  etc. 

This  opportunity  for  abuse  is  further  enhanced  because  there  is  a  presumption 
that  a  police  officer  always  officially  tells  the  truth,  whether  under  oath  or  not.  Since 
all  police  officers  know  their  actions  could  be  called  into  scrutiny  at  any  time  on  the 
flimsiest  of  complaints,  the  "Blue  Curtain"  usually  falls  when  one  of  their  own  becomes 
the  subject  of  a  complaint.  This  happened  in  the  Magana/Lara  mess  with  disastrous 
results  for  the  department. 

The  women  involved  in  Magana/Lara  made  complaints  to  other  officers  who  were 
told  by  Magana/Lara  that  the  women  were  disgruntled  informants.  Thus  the  complaints 
were  ignored.  However,  when  increasingly  more  complaints  surfaced  ,  those  who 
ignored  had  to  know  there  was  validity  somewhere  and  that  they  themselves  could 
now  be  in  trouble.  Quite  obviously,  the  Blue  Curtain  thickened  and  deepened.  Ignore 
the  problem  and  it  might  go  away.  But  in  so  doing,  for  six  years,  the  entire  department 
gradually  became  tainted. 

In  a  department  as  small  as  Eugene's  there  is  no  way  that  everyone  did  not  know  at 
least  some  small  part  of  the  tale  that  finally  emerged,  if  not  all  of  it.  A  bad  police  officer 
is  shunned  by  others  who  don't  want  to  be  involved  but  who  know  that  he  or  she  is  bad. 
The  shunning  gets  noticed  and  soon  guestions  are  asked.  The  shunning  grows.  Rookie 
officers  are  subtlety  guided  or  overtly  told  to  stay  away. 

Magana  and  Lara  broke  their  oaths  to  the  state.  They  violated  the  trust  and  good 
faith  of  their  fellow  officers,  who  in  the  cause  of  these  rogue  officers  broke  their  own 
oaths  and  are  now  reaping  the  conseguences  with  the  passage  of  Measure  20-146. 
There  was  guilty  knowledge  and  it  was  ignored  until  it  could  not  be  ignored  anymore. 

So,  where  do  we  go  from  here? 

The  attempt  to  keep  the  police  auditor  and  the  CRB  out  of  the  internal 
investigation  procedure  has  even  less  basis  now  than  before  Measure  20-146 
passed.  The  stated  duties  of  each  are  now  a  constitutional  mandate,  the  City  Charter 
being  Eugene's  constitution,  borne  forth  by  a  large  majority  and  as  such  cannot  be 
abrogated  by  any  previous  nebulous  agreements  with  the  police  union. 

Other  attempts  to  stifle  the  auditor  and  the  review  board  by  the  EPD  in  not  carrying 
out  a  prompt  internal  investigation  in  cases  where  criminal  charges  are  awaiting 
adjudication  even  though  a  citizen's  complaint  has  been  made  have  no  groundings  in 
any  legal  theory.  The  actions  of  the  police  officer  making  a  justified  arrest,  even  though 
he  or  she  uses  vulgar  discourtesy  or  excessive  force,  have  no  bearing  on  the  guilt  or 
innocence  of  the  arrestee.  That  guilt  or  innocence  is  for  the  courts  to  decide.  The  only 
bearing  on  the  court's  finding  that  the  outcome  of  an  internal  investigation  might  have 
is  that  defense  counsel,  through  discovery,  might  have  the  ammunition  to  ask  some 
embarrassing  but  irrelevant  guestions,  or  -  heaven  forbid  -  might  find  evidence  to 
prove  his  client  innocent.  If  the  latter  were  the  case,  justice  would  be  doubly  served. 

This  stubbornly  resistant  policy  by  the  EPD,  however,  seems  to  have  come  very  close 
on  the  heels  of  the  highly  publicized,  emotionally  charged  arrest  and  Tasering  incident 
at  Willamette  and  Broadway  on  May  30.  What  arrest?  What  Tasering?  Yes,  it  seems  to 
be  conveniently  fading  from  a  once  outraged  community's  memory. 


If  any  incident  warrants  a  thorough,  honest  and  honorable  internal  investigation  this 
one  does.  Now  there  is  a  constitutional  authority  for  the  police  auditor  and  the  CRB  to 
see  that  it  is  done. 

So  many  unusual  things  happened  in  this  case  that  a  multitude  of  guestions  that 
won't  be  covered  in  any  court  trial  beg  to  be  answered.  For  example: 

•  Was  there  prior  collusion  between  federal  authorities  and  the  EPD  to  disrupt 
this  demonstration  because  it  was  thought  to  have  been  sponsored  by  the  Pitchfork 
Rebellion? 

•  Have  there  been  other  similar  incidents  of  possible  collusion? 

•  Why  were  so  many  Eugene  police  readily  available  nearby? 

•  Did  they  know  the  federal  officer  was  going  to  make  the  call? 

•  Is  there  any  formal  or  informal  or  even  secret  agreement  that  the  EPD  will  provide 
federal  authorities  with  non-criminal  information  on  persons  of  interest  with  anti¬ 
government  opinions?  (The  Maryland  State  Police  were  recently  taken  to  task  for 
infiltrating  an  anti-war  group  and  an  anti-death  penalty  group  from  2002  to  2006  for 
illegal  domestic  spying  purposes,  using  federal  funds.  Even  though  nothing  was  found 
to  be  illegal  or  threatening  within  either  group  the  names  of  individual  members  were 
placed  on  a  shared  regional  law  enforcement  web  site  listing  them  as  drug  dealers  or 
suspected  terrorists.  The  Register-Guard  on  Aug.  16,  2008,  ran  an  article  on  proposed 
changes  to  Justice  Department  regulations  that  would  make  it  easier  for  local  police  to 
engage  in  domestic  spying  and  report  to  federal  authority.) 

•  What  influence,  power  or  information  did  Lehner  have  that  convinced  the  district 
attorney,  with  a  reduced  budget  and  reportedly  heavy  case-load,  to  assume  this  case 
over  the  Municipal  Court  and  to  bring  ridiculous  felony  charges  in  such  a  routine  and 
insignificant  case?  And  why? 

•  Why  did  City  Manager  Jon  Ruiz  go  along  with  Lehner's  obstructionist  policy  in  this 
case  and  the  "super  secret  sex  case,"  that  now  seems  to  be  nothing  more  than  a  further 
example  of  Lehner's  spite  and  meanness  ,  and  then  completely  reverse  himself  as  soon 
as  Lehner  was  gone? 

Taser  first  and  ask  guestions  later?  A  few  months  ago  at  a  City  Council  work 
session,  while  the  Police  Commission  was  giving  an  annual  report ,  the  issue  of  the 
use  of  Tasers  arose  and  whether  there  seemed  to  be  a  conflict  between  what  the 
commission  had  recommended  and  what  was  actually  occurring.  Lehner  was  asked  to 
explain  the  EPD's  policy.  In  effect,  he  said  that  the  Taser  had  become  the  first  line  of 
defense  when  an  officer  was  confronted  with  resistance,  instead  of  next  to  last  in  the 
use  of  force  hierarchy.  He  said  that  most  injuries  to  police  officers  are  impact  injuries 
caused  to  knees  and  elbows  when  falling  to  the  ground  wrestling  an  unruly  suspect. 
Using  the  Taser  first  would  avoid  these  injuries  and  save  the  city  money.  A  couple  of 
council  members  were  surprised  by  his  answer  as  they  thought  the  Taser,  with  its  lethal 
possibilities,  was  to  be  used  only  before  the  gun.  When  Councilor  Bonny  Bettman  asked 
the  reporting  commission  member  if  that  was  the  right  interpretation,  Lehner  jumped 
in  front  of  the  seated  member  and  put  his  hand  over  his  microphone  and  ordered  him 
not  to  answer  as  the  case  above  was  still  under  investigation.  The  guestion  was  never 
answered  as  Bettman  and  Lehner  exchanged  words  and  things  moved  on. 

So  is  this  what  all  the  confusion  about?  Did  Lehner  give  orders  contrary  to  Police 
Commission  recommendations,  and  the  arresting  officers  at  Broadway  and  Willamette 
acted  on  them?  Did  Lehner  willfully  cause  sufficient  confusion  to  cover  his  "six"  until  he 
could  get  out  of  here? 

So  much  smoke  screening  of  these  issues;  so  many  tentacles  to  be  untangled. 

City  Manager  Ruiz  has  given  direction  to  Interim  Chief  Pete  Kerns  to  resume 
internal  investigations  and  cooperate  with  the  interim  police  auditor  and  the  CRB. 
Unguestionably,  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  admittedly  came  before  the  Nov. 
4  mandate. 

However,  the  status  of  two  of  the  three  key  players,  the  auditor  and  the  police  chief, 
in  this  ongoing  drama  is  in  flux.  Both  are  holding  interim  positions.  The  third  player,  the 
city  manager,  will  have  a  significant  influence  on  what  happens  to  the  other  two  and 
who  might  replace  them  if  it  should  come  to  that.  Considering  the  recent  histories  of  all 
three  persons  currently  holding  these  positions,  something  should  be  put  into  place  to 
insure  continued  cooperation,  no  matter  who  has  any  of  these  jobs. 

On  Nov.  10,  Councilor  Bettman  proposed  a  measure  that  would  lead  to  a  truly 
effective  and  independent  Police  auditor  and  CRB.  She  has  been  the  council's 
conscience  and  has  seen  through  potential  machinations  far  too  often  to  be  disregarded 
now.  A  strong  police  auditor  and  a  strong  CRB  can  be  the  best  friends  of  a  good  police 
department  and  the  worst  enemies  of  a  bad  one.

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‘GREENING’  OF 
MENTAL  HEALTH? 

Psychiatrists  are  wrestling  with  changes  in  definitions  and  diagnoses  that  will  be 
included  in  the  fifth  edition  of  the  Diagnostic  and  Statistical  Manual  of  Mental 
Disorders  (DSM).  The  final  edition  will  have  consequences  for  insurance  reimburse¬ 
ment,  research  and  individuals’  psychological  identity  for  years  to  come,  according 
to  a  Dec.  18  story  by  Benedict  Carey  in  The  New  York  Times.  But  will  the  content 
reflect  any  input  from  millions  of  mental  health  patients? 

“We  definitely  tried  to  have  input  and  dialogue,  and  there  was  none  allowed. 
Period,”  says  David  Oaks,  executive  director  of  MindFreedom  International,  based 
in  Eugene. 

MindFreedom  was  founded  in  1988  to  advocate  against  forced  medication, 
physical  restraints  and  involuntary  electroconvulsive  therapy,  says  Oaks.  Members 
worldwide  identify  themselves  as  survivors  of  human  rights  violations  in  a  mental 
health  system  heavily  influenced  by  outdated  practices  and  pharmaceutical  inter¬ 
ests. 

Oakes  says  Dr.  Darrel  A.  Regier,  a  key  figure  in  the  new  DSM ,  is  also  head  of  the 
special  “research”  wing  of  the  American  Psychiatric  Association.  APIRE,  an  inde¬ 
pendent  component  of  the  APA,  publishes  the  DSM  and  “tends  to  get  millions  upon 
millions  of  drug  company  dollars.” 

“Even  though  Dr.  Regier  got  federal  money  to  hold  international  seminars  on  the 
‘future  of  psychiatric  diagnosis,’  he  has  absolutely  refused  to  even  respond  to  civil 
inquiries  from  anyone  outside  his  closed-door  process,”  says  Oaks. 

Oaks  says  a  prominent  official  with  the  World  Health  Organization’s  mental 
health  section,  “has  twice  personally  asked  Dr.  Regier  to  respond  to  requests  from 
MindFreedom  about  having  mental  health  consumer  input  in  the  re-writing  of  the 
DSMf  and  was  told  “no.”  “So  these  few  hundred  unelected  mainly  rich,  mainly 
white  males  are  cooking  up  behavioral  guidelines  for  us  all,  with  zero  input  from  the 
public  who  is  impacted  by  these  rules.” 

MindFreedom  is  working  to  break  the  undemocratic  domination  of  mental  health 
care  by  the  medical  establishment,  says  Oaks.  “Our  issue  is  kind  of  like  where 
energy  policy  was  in  the  1950s,  totally  dominated  by  the  system.  Now  we’re  pushing 
for  ‘greening  of  mental  health,’  to  allow  for  more  holistic,  empowering,  non-chemi¬ 
cal  approaches,  and  especially  direct  involvement  by  citizens  in  helping  to  plan 
mental  and  emotional  well-being  programs.” 

The  revised  DSM ,  due  out  in  about  three  years,  is  expected  to  reflect  some  public 
pressures.  Early  editions  of  the  book  defined  homosexuality  as  a  mental  disorder. 
Protests  by  gay  activists  provoked  a  scientific  review,  and  the  diagnosis  was  dropped 
in  1973,  replaced  by  “sexual  orientation  disturbance,”  and  then  “ego-dystonic  homo¬ 
sexuality.”  Homosexuality  as  a  disorder  was  dropped  from  the  book  in  1987.  Some 
GLBTQ  activists  are  now  lobbying  for  similar  changes  regarding  gender  identity 
issues,  but  others  are  wanting  to  keep  transgender  identity  as  a  formal  diagnosis  so 
that  treatment  or  surgery  can  be  covered  by  insurance.

Ulrich  didn't  think  of  herself  as  athletic  until  she 
took  up  jogging  in  her  junior  year  at  the  University  of  Alabama  and  found  herself 
winning  races.  In  learning  to  rehabilitate  herself  after  an  injury,  she  became  a 
pioneer  in  water  exercise,  developed  a  water  aerobics  program  for  the  city  of 
Columbia,  Md.r  and  took  a  degree  in  exercise  physiology  from  the  University  of 
Massachusetts.  In  2001,  a  year  after  she  arrived  in  Eugene,  she  was  severely 
injured  and  partially  paralyzed  in  a  car  accident.  After  multiple  surgeries  and 
years  of  recovery,  she  resumed  her  teaching  of  water  aerobics  at  the  Downtown 
Athletic  Club  in  2004.  "I  got  so  much  support  from  members  and  staff,”  says 
Ulrich,  who  left  the  club  earlier  this  year  when  it  cut  most  of  its  programs  for 
seniors.  "I  still  can't  work  full-time,  but  I  love  teaching  seniors.  They're  different 
from  other  age  groups,  less  egocentric.  They're  looking  for  socialization  and 
help  in  overcoming  things." 
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FROHNMAYER

corporate  executives  and 
university  presidents  i 
across  the  nation  have  I 
volunteered  deep  pay  H 
cuts,  but  not  UO 
President  Dave 

Frohnmayer. 

UO  economics  professor  Frohnmayer 
Bill  Harbaugh  wrote  in  an 
Oregonian  op-ed  this  month  that 
Frohnmayer ’s  pay  package  has  increased 
387  percent  since  2000  to  more  than 
$700,000  a  year. 

Harbaugh  points  to  salary  surveys  show¬ 
ing  that  at  comparable  universities,  many 
much  larger  than  the  UO,  presidents  earn 
about  a  third  less.  Meanwhile,  at  the  UO, 
average  professor  salaries  are  only  83  per¬ 
cent  of  peers. 

Many  university  executives  are  now 
volunteering  pay  cuts  in  the  face  of  layoffs 
and  plummeting  endowment  invest¬ 
ments.  Oregon  Health  Sciences 
University  executives  agreed  to  a  20 
percent  cut  in  pay.  The  Washington 
State  University  president  volun-  , 
teered  a  $100,000  pay  cut.  The 
University  of  Florida  president  donat¬ 
ed  $285,000  of  his  pay  back  to  the 
university.  The  president  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  gave  back  $100,000.  The 
University  of  Louisville  president  gave  up 


$113,857  in  pay. 

This  fall  Oregon  Gov.  Ted  Kulongoski 
cancelled  a  3.2  percent  pay  raise  for  state 
executives  with  the  weakening  economy. 
Fronhnmayer’s  compensation  package  is 
almost  five  times  greater  than  what  the 
Oregon  governor  makes.  — Alan  Pittman

UNANSWERED 

Months  after  the  May  30  Tasering  inci¬ 
dent,  questions  about  both  alleged  police 
brutality  and  federal  spying  still  go 
unanswered.  Despite  repeated  requests 
as  well  as  official  complaints,  a  review 
of  the  officers  involved  in  the  Tasering 
and  the  arrests  at  the  anti-pesticide 
rally  has  yet  to  happen,  and  local  activ¬ 
ists  say  they  have  not  gotten  response  on  a 
federal  level  either. 

Josh  Schlossberg,  who  took  part  in  the 
rally,  says  he  asked  Congressman  Peter 
DeFazio’s  office  in  July  to  look  into 
Homeland  Security’s  involvement  in  the 
incident.  According  to  Schlossberg, 
DeFazio’s  office  did  not  respond  despite 
repeated  requests  into  what  Schlossberg 
calls,  “the  apparently  routine  practice  of  the 
federal  government  spying  on  law-abiding 
citizens.” 

Schlossberg  says  he  called 
and  faxed  DeFazio’s  office 
repeatedly  without  a 
response  for  six  months. 
DeFazio  is  a  member  of 
the  House  Committee  on 
Homeland  Security  and 
Schlossberg  wants  to  know: 
What  is  DeFazio’s  position 
on  this  kind  of  surveillance? 

When  the  congressman’s 
office  did  respond  to 
Schlossberg’s  request  in 
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November,  the  letter  he  got  said  the  office 
had  not  received  Schlossberg’s  requests. 

According  to  the  letter,  DeFazio  had 
contacted  the  U.S.  Department  of  Homeland 
Security  (DHS)  on  behalf  of  the  Oregon 
ACLU,  and  it  summarized  DHS’s  response 
letter  as:  “It  is  the  mission  of  the  FPS 
(Federal  Protective  Services)  to  protect  fed¬ 
eral  properties,  so  an  officer  visited  the 
demonstration  to  determine  if  the  federal 
building  would  be  impacted  by  the  rally.” 

The  summary  said  that  the  letter  from 
DHS  “also  noted  the  officer  was  permitted 
by  federal  authority  and  guidelines  to  moni¬ 
tor  and  gather  information  about  persons 
engaged  in  a  protected  activity  because  it 
was  for  legitimate  law  enforcement  purpos¬ 
es.” 

Schlossberg  has  sent  another  letter  again 
requesting  DeFazio  to  state  his  position  on 
the  DHS  surveillance  of  the  rally,  which 
was  not  on  federal  property.  He  also  asked 
DeFazio  to  say  whether  he  knew  of  the  sur¬ 
veillance  in  advance  and  for  the  congress¬ 
man’s  office  to  review  information  it  “might 
have  access  to  that  is  relevant  to  federal 
agencies  monitoring  Eugene  citizens.” — 
Camilla  Mortensen 


UO  BACKS  OFF 
ON  CONFLICT 
OF  INTEREST 

After  backlash  from  faculty  members 
about  the  new  Conflict  of  Interest-Conflict 
of  Commitment  (COI-C)  policy  hastily 
implemented  by  the  UO  (EW  12/4),  the 
school  has  now  decided  to  suspend  the 
planned  January  2009  implementation  of 
the  plan. 

Faculty  members  objected  not  only  to 
portions  of  the  policy  itself  but  to  the  way  it 
was  developed,  without  the  faculty  input 
required  by  state  law. 

The  proposed  COI-C  policy  applied  to 
faculty,  graduate  students,  researchers  and 


other  non-classified  staff 
employees  of  the  UO  and 
demanded  they  report  their 
possible  conflicts  of  interest 
or  commitment  annually. 
These  conflicts  included  any¬ 
thing  from  holding  elected 
office  to  owning  a  business. 

Faculty  have  expressed 
concern  that  the  14-page  doc¬ 
ument  seeks  disclosure  of  not 
only  their  own  activities  but 
those  of  their  immediate  fam¬ 
ily;  and  that  it  alters  the  exist¬ 
ing  disclosure  policy  by 
removing  an  exclusion  that 
relates  to  personal  time.  Under 
the  current  policy,  outside 
activities  not  related  to  uni¬ 
versity  duties  that  are  under¬ 
taken  during  personal  time  are 
excluded  from  reporting.  But 
according  the  FAQs,  under 
the  proposed  new  policy, 
when  it  comes  to  finances, 
“even  if  your  outside  activi¬ 
ties  are  not  related  to  your 
area  of  expertise,  you  should 
disclose  them.” 

In  an  email  sent  out  to  UO  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  Dec.  12,  the  school  said  after  “thought¬ 
ful  and  substantive  comments”  from  faculty 
colleagues  the  process  would  be  suspended 
in  order  to  “review  and  address  the  con¬ 
cerns.” 

The  email  announced  that  Faculty  Senate 
President  Paul  van  Donkelaar,  “will  con¬ 
vene  a  small  ad  hoc  committee”  to  review 
the  COI-C  and  suggest  revisions  to  the  pol¬ 
icy  so  that  it  meets  “essential  legal  and  pol¬ 
icy  requirements  with  a  keen  sensitivity  to 
academic  freedom  and  the  culture  of  a  pub¬ 
lic  research  university.” 

The  UO  anticipates  revealing  the  next 
COI-C  draft  at  the  March  11,  2009  meeting 
of  the  Faculty  Senate.

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Tribute  to  Bonny 

Retiring  councilor  gets  a  rousing  send-off 


Most  elected  officials  get  some 
kind  of  recognition  upon  leaving 
office,  but  retiring  Eugene  City 
Councilor  Bonny  Bettman’s  private  party 
Dec.  11  drew  about  100  friends,  colleagues 
and  family  members,  big  tables  of  donated 
food  and  wine,  live  music  and  a  long  string 
of  speakers. 

The  outspoken  advocate  for  accountability 
and  transparency  in  local  government  is 
stepping  down  after  eight  years  of  what  she 
calls  “civic  aversion  therapy,”  and  she’s 
not  sure  what  she’s  going  to  do  next,  other 
than  take  six  months  off.  She  voiced  her 
appreciation  for  all  those  who  supported  her. 
“That  served  as  an  antidote  to  the  kind  of 
dirty,  vicious  politics  that  goes  on  at  City 
Hall,”  she  said. 

The  praise  for  Bettman’s  work  and 
character  was  effusive.  “If  some  people 
are  threatened  by  a  woman  who  is  strong, 
intelligent  and  not  afraid  to  ask  the  hard 
questions,  then  Bonny  Bettman,  you  are  a 
triple  threat,”  said  attorney  Ilona  Koleszar. 

Ron  Chase,  executive  director  of 
Sponsors,  served  as  master  of  ceremonies  at 
the  packed  event  at  Tsunami  Books.  Chase 
praised  Bettman’s  leadership  over  the  past 
eight  years. 

“Bonny  has  always  been  way  out  front,” 
he  said.  “She  is  dedicated,  hard  working, 
well  prepared,  and  most  importantly  to  me, 


values  driven.  I  never  cease  to  be  amazed  at 
her  diligence  and  how  completely  she  throws 
herself  into  the  details  of  an  issue.” 

Chase  said  Bettman  has  been  effective 
at  driving  public  policy.  “A  lot  of  the  good 
things  that  have  happened  in  this  city  over 
the  past  eight  years  are  directly  the  result  of 
Bonny’s  hard  work,”  he  said.  He  cited  her 
“willingness  to  put  up  with  the  abuse  and 
keep  going.” 

Community  activist  Charles  Dalton 
lauded  Bettman  for  her  strong  role  in  pushing 
for  independent  review  of  complaints 
against  police  “for  all  the  best  reasons: 
equal  protection  under  the  law.”  Dalton  said 
Eugeneans  want  review  not  only  because  of 
the  Lara/Magana  police  sex  scandals,  but 
also  because  of  racial  profiling  by  Eugene 
police  and  other  issues. 

Dalton  praised  Bettman’s  commitment  to 
justice,  saying,  “You  have  to  have  courage 
to  publicly  challenge  the  most  heavily  armed 
organization  in  Lane  County.” 

Bettman’s  daughter  Amanda  described 
her  mom  as  an  unconventional  hero,  but  a 
hero  just  the  same:  “I  think  it’s  quite  heroic 
to  spend  years  getting  nasty  things  written 
about  you  in  the  paper  and  spending  days  on 
end  reading  huge,  boring-looking  packets 
and  spending  years  working  on  something 
you  believe  in.” 

County  Commissioner  Pete  Sorenson 


said  Bettman  has  been  very  pragmatic  in  her 
politics,  avoiding  “impossible”  goals.  “She 
has  been  meticulous  about  how  her  time’s  been 
spent,  and  the  things  we  are  proudest  of  her 
are  actually  accomplished,”  he  said.  “Those 
accomplishments  are  many  and  her  efforts, 
particularly  on  our  Citizen  Review  Board,  are 
historic.  There  are  things  that  will  be  in  our 
city  charter  for  years  and  years  to  come.  This 
is  a  remarkable  woman  who  has  contributed 
in  enormous  ways  to  our  community.” 

Author  and  scientist  Mary  O’Brien 
said  she  admired  Bettman’s  “unparalled” 
attention  to  documents  that  come  before 
the  council,  committees  and  commissions 
Bettman  has  served  on.  “She  finds  things  in 
those  documents.  She  finds  bad  intentions, 
bad  policies,  and  Bonny  figures  out  what 
should  be  good  policy,  what  is  protective  of 
our  community,  what  is  democratic.” 

Taking  Bettman’s  seat  on  the  council  will 


be  Kiva  owner  George  Brown.  “It  would  be 
impossible  to  replace  Bonny  and  I’m  the 
first  one  who  realizes  that,”  Brown  said.

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Let's  not  myth  out  on  Santa  Claus 


AN  ESSAY  BY  JIM  EARL 


We  live  in  a  state  of 
near-total  confusion . 

So  few  of  us  know 
what  we  really  believe. 


Those  words  came  to  me  one 
morning  recently  as  I  was  walking 
my  dog  Hamlet  along  1 8th  Avenue. 
He  was  relieving  himself  in  the  bushes 
when  a  man  pulled  up  to  the  “payday  loan” 
office  on  the  comer  and  found  the  door 
locked.  The  man  lit  a  cigarette  and  paced 
nervously.  I  knew  he  had  nearly  an  hour 


to  wait.  Hamlet  and  I  headed  up  the  alley, 
he  sniffing  out  messages  from  his  doggie 
friends,  I  thinking  back  on  those  few  times 
in  my  life  when  I  too  felt  pressed,  anxious, 
confused  and  desperate,  like  the  man  on 
the  comer. 

The  payday  loan  office  is  especially 
busy  in  December  as  Christmas  approaches. 


Ebenezer  Scrooge  and  Mr.  Potter  are  still 
in  business,  and  interest  rates  are  higher 
than  ever.  Usury  is  legal  now.  Watching 
the  poor  and  the  desperate  trooping  in  and 
out  brings  out  my  most  confused  feelings 
about  the  season. 

Forty  years  of  reading  literature,  history, 
religion  and  philosophy  have  taught  me 
that  the  oldest  and  most  durable  wisdom  in 
nearly  every  culture  in  every  age  has  been 
that  happiness  and  the  meaning  of  life  are 
not  found  in  money  or  material  possessions. 
The  wisdom  traditions  are  clear  on  this, 
that  money  is  a  source  of  unhappiness  and 
wickedness,  and  material  possessions  don’t 
raise  us  up;  they  drag  us  down.  Obviously 
we  aren’t  very  wise.  I  found  myself  reciting 
a  favorite  couplet  from  Wordsworth  as  we 
walked  up  the  alley: 

The  world  is  too  much  with  us,  Hamlet, 
my  boy;  late  and  soon, 

Getting  and  spending,  we  lay  waste  our 
powers. 

Nonetheless,  my  idealism  is  at  its  most 
intense  at  Christmastime,  and  here  I  intend 
to  give  it  full  rein.  I’d  like  to  argue,  in  the 
spirit  of  Clement  Moore  (who  in  1 823  wrote 
“’Twas  the  Night  Before  Christmas”)  and 
also  in  the  spirit  of  Frances  Church  (who 
in  1 897  wrote  the  editorial,  “Yes,  Virginia, 
there  is  a  Santa  Claus”)  and  very  much  in 
the  spirit  of  the  1 947  movie  Miracle  on  34th 
Street  that  there  really  is  a  Santa  Claus;  that 
I,  at  least,  still  believe  in  him.  The  trick  of 
the  argument  —  for  there  has  to  be  a  trick 
to  such  an  argument  —  is  that  it  all  depends 
on  what  you  mean  by  the  words  “believe 
in.”  Few  words  are  so  easy  to  use  but  so 
hard  to  define. 

I  approach  belief  in  Santa  Claus  in  the 
spirit  of  the  anthropologist  who  approaches, 
say,  a  tribe  whose  members  believe  that 
leopards  fast  on  Fridays  and  that  men 
should  put  butter  on  their  heads  and  walk 
clockwise  around  the  marketplace.  People 
believe  the  strangest  things.  I’m  not  an 
anthropologist.  I’m  closer  to  what  the 
anthropologist  calls  the  “informant,”  the 
native  who  answers  the  anthropologist’s 
questions  by  reporting  his  experience  of 
his  own  culture.  I  am  my  own  informant. 
I’ve  done  no  research  on  Santa  Claus.  The 
closest  I’ve  come  to  research  for  this  essay 
is  having  a  group  of  freshmen  over  to  my 
house  every  year  as  the  holidays  approach, 
where  I  take  the  opportunity  to  ask  them 
about  their  experiences  of  Santa. 

The  problem  of  belief  comes  up  when 
I  teach  ancient  literature.  Students  ask, 
Did  the  Greeks  actually  “believe  in”  their 
myths?  Did  they  really  believe  the  sun 
was  a  chariot,  that  winter  was  caused  by 
Persephone’s  descent  into  the  underworld, 
that  earthquakes  were  caused  by  Poseidon 
and  lightning  by  Zeus?  Medieval  literature 
delivers  the  same  problem:  Did  medieval 
people  actually  “believe  in”  miracles? 
Did  they  believe  that  saints  could  walk  on 
water,  raise  the  dead  with  the  touch  of  a 
relic,  visit  heaven  and  hell  in  their  sleep  or 
make  a  cow  fill  a  lake  with  milk?  Beliefs 
like  these,  ancient  or  medieval,  seem  so 
childish.  But  all  the  evidence  indicates  that 
in  times  gone  by,  grown-ups  —  and  the 
most  intelligent  among  them,  too  —  did 
indeed  “believe  in”  myths  and  miracles, 
whatever  that  means.  It’s  something  to 
think  about. 


Perhaps  ancient  and  medieval  people 
were  childlike.  My  students  like  this  theory. 
Perhaps  civilization,  like  a  giant  person,  has 
been  growing  from  childhood  to  adulthood 
over  the  millennia.  The  Age  of  Myth  was 
its  childhood;  the  modem  period,  the  Age 
of  Science,  is  more  adult.  Humanity  has 
grown  up,  so  we  no  longer  believe  in  such 
nonsense  —  except,  of  course,  when  we’re 
children,  when  we  relive  the  childhood  of 
the  species  in  our  own  personal  version  of 
the  ancient  world.  Santa  Claus  comes  to 
mind  as  the  perfect  example  of  a  modem 
myth,  a  throwback  to  ancient  forms  of 
belief.  But  then  we  grow  out  of  it,  just  as 
humanity  did. 

By  this  line  of  thinking,  the  child’s 
belief  in  Santa  Claus  is  a  little  like  Homer’s 
belief  in  Zeus  and  Poseidon.  The  problem 
is  that  when  you  read  Homer,  you  realize 
he’s  anything  but  childlike.  So  I  began 
answering  my  students’  question  by  turning 
it  around:  Could  Homer  have  believed  in 
Zeus  and  Poseidon  in  the  same  way  we 
believe  in  Santa  Claus?  If  we  take  Santa 
Claus  seriously  as  a  myth,  what  would  that 
tell  us  about  myth,  and  what  would  it  tell  us 
about  Santa?  When  I  pose  the  problem  this 
way,  the  students  tend  to  back  off.  When 
push  comes  to  shove,  they’d  rather  believe 
that  Santa  isn ’t  like  the  Greek  gods,  because 
a)  we  don’t  believe  in  Santa,  only  children 
do;  and  b)  Santa,  like  Christmas  itself, 
has  been  drained  of  his  original  religious 
meaning;  now  he’s  just  a  secular  symbol 
for  an  annual  orgy  of  consumerism. 

So  much  for  idealizing  the  modem  age 
as  adult  and  superior.  Most  18-year-olds, 
if  you  haven’t  noticed,  are  pretty  cynical. 
They’re  so  disillusioned.  Many  of  them 
seem  not  to  have  gotten  over  the  shock 
of  learning  that  there’s  no  Santa  Claus. 
College  students  may  be  idealistic  in  many 
ways,  but  on  this  issue  they’re  merciless. 
Santa  isn’t  a  myth;  he’s  a  lie  —  one  of 
many  lies  the  adult  world  tells  the  young 
to  cover  up  an  ugly  tmth.  The  ugly  tmth 
that  the  lie  of  Santa  is  covering  up  is  how 
commercial  Christmas  has  become. 

A  few  years  ago  in  a  French  bookstore 
I  ran  into  a  book  called  Did  the  Greeks 
Believe  in  Their  Myths?  by  Paul  Veyne,  an 
anthropologist.  At  the  top  of  the  first  page  I 
read,  “How  is  it  possible  to  half-believe,  or 
believe  in  contradictory  things?  Children 
believe  that  Santa  Claus  comes  down  the 
chimney,  bringing  them  toys,  and  at  the 
same  time  believe  that  these  toys  are  put 
there  by  their  parents.  Do  they  then  really 
believe  in  Santa  Claus?  Yes  they  do.”  Veyne 
is  French;  I’m  not  sure  American  children 
believe  that  the  toys  are  from  Santa  and  “at 
the  same  time”  from  their  parents.  In  my 
house  you  believed  one  or  the  other.  But 
I’m  glad  someone  else  thinks  about  Greek 
myth  in  relation  to  Santa,  even  if  Veyne 
only  gives  two  sentences  to  Santa. 

What  would  an  anthropologist  say 
about  the  myth  of  Santa?  First  he  would 
ask  his  informant  (that’s  me)  about  it.  I 
don’t  have  to  get  historical  or  scholarly; 
what’s  important  is  what  I  already  know 
just  by  living  in  our  society:  Santa’s  a  jolly 
fat  man  with  a  white  beard  and  red  suit  who 
lives  at  the  North  Pole,  where  he  makes 
toys;  he  delivers  them  to  children  once  a 
year,  from  a  sleigh  pulled  by  eight  flying 
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reindeer.  You  know  the  rest.  Most  of  the 
details  come  from  Clement  Moore’s  poem, 
though  new  motifs  keep  getting  added. 
Just  before  I  was  bom,  some  60  years  ago, 
a  ninth  reindeer  was  added.  Later,  Santa’s 
wife  appeared,  though  she  never  got  a  name 
except  Mrs.  Claus.  These  days  his  elf- 
workers  are  getting  more  play.  The  myth 
keeps  growing  and  changing,  and  nobody 
seems  to  mind.  Given  the  craziness  of  the 
premise,  you  certainly  don’t  have  to  worry 
about  consistency. 

The  ancient  myths  had  this  same  sort  of 
fluidity.  If  you  hunt  around  in  the  ancient 
texts,  you  find  a  dozen  versions  of  every 
story.  Every  city  had  its  own  god,  its  own 
hero,  its  own  stories.  Poets  and  dramatists 
felt  free  to  change  them  or  add  to  them  to 
suit  their  purposes.  Myth  by  its  nature  is 
always  in  flux.  The  ancients  made  up  new 
stories  about  the  gods  and  the  heroes  all  the 
time.  What  an  odd  kind  of  belief. 

Anthropologists  have  a  theory  that 
myths  are  always  attached  to  rituals  or 
some  form  of  social  behavior.  If  you  want 
to  understand  the  myth,  this  theory  goes, 
you  have  to  know  what  rituals  it’s  attached 
to.  A  myth  isn’t  just  a  story;  it’s  a  story  that 
explains  why  people  act  the  way  they  do 
or  that  makes  people  act  in  a  certain  way. 
As  times  change  and  practices  change,  the 
stories  that  explain  the  practices  change 
along  with  them.  So  we  should  ask  what 
social  rituals  the  Santa  story  explains  or 
encourages.  As  an  anthropologist  might 
put  it,  what  “cultural  work”  is  the  story 
performing? 

The  month  of  December  in  America 
is  as  rich  a  gold  mine  of  social  rituals  as 
any  tribal  marketplace  or  ancient  Greek 
festival.  An  anthropologist  from  Mars 
studying  our  mythology  would  note 
that  Santa  is  everywhere  in  December: 
in  our  stories,  movies,  TV  and  songs, 
in  lawn  displays  and  marketplaces, 
advertisements  and  Christmas  cards,  not 
to  mention  collecting  money  in  front  of 
the  Safeway  and  listening  to  children  in 
long  lines  at  the  mall.  Meanwhile  at  home 
we  put  up  trees,  hang  stockings  and  put 
out  milk  and  cookies.  I’m  not  sure  what  a 
future  anthropologist  would  make  of  our 
protest  that  we  don’t  really  “believe  in” 
this  guy,  when  there’s  so  much  behavioral 
evidence  to  the  contrary.  That’s  the  plot- 
trick  in  Miracle  on  34th  Street :  If  the 
government  delivers  mail  to  him,  he  has 
to  exist. 


“But”  —  here  comes  objection  a)  — 
“only  children  believe  in  Santa  Claus!” 
To  which  I  reply,  “What  do  you  mean, 
6 only'?'9  Everyone  but  everyone  passes 
through  childhood,  so  a  ritual  aimed  at 
children  is  aimed  at  everyone.  We  all  have 
to  grow  up,  and  we  all  carry  our  experience 
of  childhood  along  with  us. 

“But,  but”  —  here  comes  objection 
b)  —  “whatever  religious  meaning  he 
once  had  as  Saint  Nicholas,  or  as  a  stand- 
in  for  the  kings  who  brought  gifts  to  the 
baby  Jesus,  now  he’s  just  an  engine  for 
the  economy!”  To  which  I  reply,  “What 
do  you  mean,  'just'?"  Being  an  engine 
for  this  economy  makes  you  as  real  as  the 
Grand  Coolie  Dam  or  low  interest  rates. 
Christmas,  we’re  told  daily,  accounts  for  a 
huge  percentage  of  retail  sales  every  year. 


The  economy  depends  on  all  of  us  giving 
each  other  lots  of  gifts  on  a  designated  day 
every  year.  It’s  no  small  accomplishment 
keeping  a  ritual  like  that,  on  such  a  scale, 
alive  year  after  year,  through  good  years 
and  bad,  fat  years  and  lean.  Economics 
doesn’t  make  Santa  less  real,  but  more. 

Perhaps  you  think  I’m  just  being  clever. 
Of  course  there’s  a  difference  between 
the  way  children  believe  in  Santa  and  the 
way  adults  believe  —  although  it  isn’t 
really  a  difference  between  childhood 
and  adulthood,  but  between  one  phase  of 
childhood  and  another.  The  crisis  of  belief 
comes  somewhere  around  age  7  or  8.  Until 
then  children  seem  to  accept  all  the  bizarre 
inconsistencies  of  the  Santa  story,  even  if 
they  do  spend  a  lot  of  time  puzzling  over 
them.  How  does  he  get  to  every  house  in 
one  night?  How  can  one  sleigh  hold  enough 
toys  for  all  the  children  of  the  world? 
How  can  a  fat  man  fit  down  a  chimney? 
In  an  apartment  building,  does  he  come  in 
through  the  window  or  the  door? 

We  love  children  for  being  able  to 
believe  in  these  things.  We  don’t  think 


of  their  wide-eyed  credulity  as  stupid  but 
as  innocent.  We  adore  it,  as  if  it  were  the 
purest  form  of  faith,  the  kind  of  faith  that 
we’re  no  longer  capable  of  as  adults.  It’s 
as  if  we  actually  make  this  story  as  crazy 
as  possible,  just  to  take  pleasure  in  our 
children’s  willingness  to  believe  anything 
we  tell  them. 

But  sooner  or  later  the  time  must  come. 
Now  the  cruel  rite  of  passage.  They  must 
be  told,  told  that  it’s  not  true.  None  of  it.  It 
was  all  pretend.  Everyone  was  —  let’s  not 
disguise  it  —  lying  to  you  all  along  —  your 
parents,  your  teachers,  everyone;  all  those 
people  dressed  up  like  Santa,  even  your 
older  brother  and  sister. 

We  underestimate  the  importance  of 
this  ritual  of  disillusionment  in  our  culture, 
perhaps  because  unlike  most  rites  of 


passage  it’s  carried  out  in  private,  but  also 
because  it’s  so  cruel  that  we  should  feel 
guilty  about  it.  We  purposefully  feed  our 
children  these  fantastic  illusions,  only  to 
burst  their  innocence  at  a  still  tender  age. 
The  approved  method  of  excusing  this  lie 
to  our  children  is  to  co-opt  them  into  the 
adult  world  of  liars.  “Keep  the  secret  from 
the  young  ones  who  still  believe.  Now 
you’re  one  of  us."  The  compensation  we 
offer  our  8-year-olds  is  yet  another  lie,  that 
now  they’re  part  of  the  adult  world. 

I  learn  from  my  students  that  there 
are  many  surprising  variations  on  this 
experience,  but  the  most  surprising,  I 
think,  is  my  own  daughter’s.  When  we 
finally  told  her  there  was  no  Santa  Claus, 
she  was  relieved.  She’d  been  hiding  her 
disappointment  for  years  that  we  never 
gave  her  any  presents  at  Christmas!  Now 
that  she  realized  we’d  given  her  all  of  them, 
she  was  delighted.  I,  on  the  other  hand,  was 
mortified  that  the  sweet  mythology  of  Santa 
Claus  had  backfired  for  years  without  our 
realizing  it. 

By  and  large,  my  students  remember 
taking  the  news  well,  so  perhaps  it’s  not 


as  cruel  as  I’ve  made  it  out  to  be.  Almost 
all  of  them  remember  clearly  the  moment 
they  learned  the  truth.  Most  said  it  was  a 
milestone  in  their  lives.  A  social  ritual  on  this 
scale  wouldn’t  evolve  in  a  culture  if  it  were 
just  a  form  of  abuse.  It  has  to  work  —  we 
just  have  to  figure  out  what  work  it’s  doing. 
Like  all  myths,  this  one  is  overdetermined, 
meaning  that  it  does  lots  of  different  jobs 
simultaneously.  It’s  running  the  economy 
at  the  same  time  as  it  gratifies  our  parental 
authority;  it’s  leading  children  from  one 
kind  of  belief  to  another,  teaching  them  to 
cope  with  the  inevitable  disillusionments 
of  growing  up;  it’s  giving  them  a  first  peek 
into  adult  society  and  probably  lots  of  other 
things  too. 

Once  you’ve  learned  the  truth  about 
Santa,  you’re  by  no  means  done  with  the 
myth.  Though  they  don’t  realize  it,  most  of 
the  young  people  I  talk  to  are  headed  for  a 
second  rite  of  passage  that  the  Santa  Claus 
myth  governs.  Their  teen  cynicism  will  be 
modified  considerably  once  they  become 
parents  and  enter  into  the  myth  from  the 
other  side.  Once  they’re  parents,  they’ll 
discover  other  jobs  the  myth  does. 

Every  December  they’ll  buy  their 
children  lots  of  stuff  and  wrap  it  and  give 
it  to  them  with  little  tags  saying  it’s  from 
someone  else.  And  on  Christmas  morning 
when  their  kids  open  the  packages,  they’ll 
get  a  little  thrill  of  virtue  for  having  given 
a  gift  that  asks  nothing  in  return,  not  even 
thanks.  (Remember,  though,  give  a  few 
with  tags  that  say  “from  Mom  and  Dad”!) 
Anthropologists  tell  us  that  in  every  culture 
gifts  are  actually  reciprocal:  when  you  give 
someone  a  gift,  you  expect  something  in 
return,  even  if  it’s  just  gratitude  or  respect. 
You’ve  put  that  person  in  your  debt.  There’s 
an  economy  of  gift-giving. 

But  when  you  give  a  child  a  gift  and 
sign  it  “from  Santa,”  that  economy  is 
interrupted.  It’s  a  blind  gift,  a  pure  gift.  You 
get  no  credit  for  buying  it  or  for  staying 
up  till  2  am  assembling  and  wrapping  it. 
What  an  interesting  ritual.  Why  do  we  do 
it?  I  think  the  Santa  myth  gives  parents 
practice  at  good  parenting,  because 
parenting  itself  is  by  its  nature  thankless. 
We  don’t  love  our  children  with  the  idea 
of  getting  something  back  from  them  — 
even  gratitude  or  respect.  It’s  nice  when 
it  happens,  when  they  finally  realize  they 
owe  you  everything ,  but  parenting  isn’t 
really  an  economy;  you  have  to  love  them 


The  trick  of  the  argument  is  that 
it  all  depends  on  what  you  mean  by 
the  words  'believe  in/ 
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even  when  you  get  nothing  in  return.  We 
do  it  for  them,  not  for  ourselves.  Giving 
gifts  from  Santa  is  our  annual  training  in 
thanklessness. 

Not  everyone  goes  through  this  second 
rite  of  passage.  Not  everyone  chooses 
to  re-enter  the  Santa  Claus  myth  as  an 
adult.  Plenty  of  people,  once  they’ve 
learned  there’s  no  Santa  Claus,  take  that 
disillusionment,  that  brutal  fact  of  life,  to 
heart.  They  become  “realistic.”  Life,  such 
people  tell  us  —  and  we  know  lots  of 
these  people  —  is  hard:  there’s  no  Prince 
Charming,  no  Fairy  Godmother,  no  Santa. 
We  all  know  people  who’ve  told  us  this  in 
so  many  words:  “I  won’t  lie  to  my  children. 
They  don’t  need  this  Santa  stuff.  This  is  the 
modem  world.  They  ought  to  know  the 
truth.” 

But  every  year  the  Santa  myth  reaches 
out  to  these  people  too,  with  Miracle  on 
34th  Street.  Maureen  O’Hara  is  a  wonderful 
mom,  but  she’s  definitely  a  modem  mom 
—  a  single  mom  (a  war  widow?),  an 
ambitious  working  mom.  She’s  strong  and 
smart,  and  she’s  making  it  in  a  man’s  world. 
The  school  of  hard  knocks  has  taught  her  to 
have  no  illusions,  just  reason  and  common 
sense,  and  she’s  raising  her  little  girl  to 
see  the  world  without  illusions,  fantasies, 
fiction  or  make-believe.  She  has  no  doubts 
that  this  is  what  modem  enlightened 
parenthood  is  about.  No  Santa  Claus  for 
Susie,  not  in  1947!  Susie’s  an  8-year-old 
adult.  (Cringe.) 

Our  warm-hearted  male  lead  is  a 
sensitive  guy  who  loves  this  thoroughly 
modem  mom  but  sees  her  realism  for  what 
it  really  is,  the  symptom  of  a  damaged 
heart,  and  comes  to  the  rescue.  I  won’t 
rehash  the  plot.  If  you  don’t  know  it,  let 
me  recommend  it.  It  won  two  Oscars.  It’s 
a  classic. 

This  movie  is  about  the  second  rite  of 
passage.  By  the  age  of  8  we  all  know  that 
Santa  doesn’t  exist  —  well,  he  doesn’t  exist 
literally.  At  that  age,  a  story’s  either  tme  or 
false.  That’s  when  kids  start  asking.  “Did 
this  really  happen,  or  is  it  just  a  story?”  At 
that  age,  either  you  believe  it  or  not.  The 


movie  is  about  returning  to  the  question  of 
belief  as  an  adult,  and  learning  that  it’s  not 
quite  that  simple.  There  are  different  modes 
of  belief,  because  there  are  different  kinds 
of  tmth.  This  is  what  Veyne  says  about 
Greek  myths  too. 

We  mustn’t  be  so  literal-minded  that 
we  reject  all  those  tmths  that  can  only  be 
expressed  in  symbols  because  when  fact 
becomes  our  bottom  line,  what  happens  to 
our  ideals  —  imagination,  art,  tolerance, 
tenderness,  love,  mercy,  justice,  peace? 
This  movie,  like  A  Christmas  Carol  and  It  s 
a  Wonderful  Life ,  poses  the  question,  What 
would  society  look  like  if  it  were  realistic 
instead  of  idealistic?  It  would  be  the  society 
of  Ebenezer  Scrooge  and  Mister  Potter,  a 
society  of  rampant  cynicism,  selfishness, 
greed,  materialism  and  political  corruption. 
It  would  be  a  society  with  a  payday  loan 
office  on  the  comer. 

The  social  rituals  attached  to  the  myth 
of  Santa  Claus  make  us  reconsider  what 
belief  itself  is,  and  what  it’s  for.  They  keep 
us  from  becoming  too  realistic.  It’s  funny: 
When  we’re  kids,  belief  in  Santa  takes 
the  form  of  a  desire  for  all  the  material 
things  he’ll  bring  us  —  gross,  infantile, 
material  wish-fulfillment.  But  when  we’re 
grown  up,  belief  in  Santa  takes  the  form  of 
loving  generosity.  That  is,  when  the  myth 
is  working,  it  guides  us  from  infantile 
narcissism  to  adult  wisdom,  which  all 
ancient  wisdom  traditions  agree  consists  in 
selflessness. 

In  the  end,  Santa’s  a  myth  about  the 
dynamics  of  belief  itself:  You  believe  in 
it,  then  you  don’t  believe  in  it,  then  you 
believe  in  it  again  in  a  different  way,  on 
a  higher  level.  Our  December  rituals  help 
regulate  the  transition  from  childhood 
to  adulthood,  from  one  kind  of  belief  to 
another.  Like  other  myths,  this  one  serves 
many  purposes  —  it’s  even  an  engine 
for  the  economy  —  but  perhaps  the  most 
important  purpose  of  all  is  that  it  keeps  the 
problem  of  belief  itself  before  our  eyes.  6 IV

For  a  chance  to  reenact  a  scene  from  the  movie  Swingers,  check  out 
The  Eugene  Swing  Dance  Club's  Holiday  Dance  on  Saturday,  Dec.  27,  at 
Agate  Hall,  and  then  swing  on  by  Creswell  High  School  on  New  Year's  Eve  for 
another  chance  to  do  the  jive  or  jitterbug  or  just  sit  in  awe.  If  you  are  more 
of  a  solo  dancer  who  scoffs  at  form  and  function,  the  Celebration  Studio  and 
Unity  of  the  Valley  are  both  offering  spiritual  dance  on  New  Year's  Eve.  Either  way, 
there  are  plenty  of  options  to  dance  your  way  into  the  New  Year. 


Children's  artwork  usually  never  makes  it  past  the 
front  door  of  the  fridge  and  certainly  never  gets 
the  critigue  or  audience  that  it  should.  But  art 
galleries  around  town  have  taken  a  strong  interest 
in  the  imaginative  creations  of  adolescents,  and 
children  as  young  as  six  are  proudly  displaying  their 
pieces  alongside  veteran  artisans.

He  might  not 
succeed  very  well  in  getting 
his  point  across  about  animal 
cruelty  -  it  can  be  a  little  hard 
to  take  a  man  seriously  when 
he  looks  like  a  Muppet  -  but 
he  is  highly  regarded  in  the 
rock  world  for  his  outlandish 
performances  and  hard  rock 
guitar  thrashing.  He  most 
recently  made  headlines 
for  the  guitar  work  he 
did  on  the  disappointing 
Guns  N'  Roses  album 
Chinese  Democracy , 
but  he  was  smart 
enough  to  get  off 
that  sinking  ship  fast 
and  stopped  touring' 
with  GNR  in  2002.

Jim  Carrey  is  Carl  Allen,  master  of  no. 
Carl  doesn’t  just  say  no  to  things;  Carl 
means  no  even  when  he  says  yes.  He’d 
rather  stay  home  and  watch  one  of  the 
Saw  flicks  than  show  up  at  his  friend’s 
engagement  party.  His  job  as  a  loan  officer 
is  particularly  handy  for  saying  no  a  lot. 
But  one  day,  an  old  buddy  turns  up,  pushes 
Carl’s  buttons  and  stuffs  a  brochure  for  a 
Yes  Man  seminar  into  Carl’s  hands  before 
running  off.  And  for  some  reason,  Carl 
goes.  Carl,  who  says  no  to  everything,  goes 
to  the  seminar  about  saying  yes.  We’re 
already  in  dubious  territory,  no?  But  at  the 
seminar,  Terrence  Bundley  (a  well-cast 
Terence  Stamp)  convinces  Carl  that  he’s 
got  to  say  yes.  To  everything. 

And  there’s  your  movie.  Carl  says 


he  even  jets  off  on  a  random  vacation 
to  Nebraska  with  her  —  a  vacation  that 
exists  mostly  to  set  up  an  absurd  (but  not 
absurdly  funny)  moment  in  which  Carl  is 
under  suspicion  of  being  a  terrorist.  This, 
in  turn,  only  happens  so  that  Carl’s  lawyer 
buddy  can  explain  about  the  yes  thing,  and 
Allison  can  get  rightfully  pissed  at  Carl. 

Yes  Man  is  entirely  like  this:  The 
scenes  feed  into  each  other,  but  they  don’t 
give  the  audience  anything.  The  movie’s 
slender  point  —  that  saying  yes  constantly 
is  probably  not  any  better  than  saying  no 
constantly;  life  requires  more  thought  than 
that,  or  at  least  a  dose  of  moderation  — 
can’t  carry  an  entire  film,  at  least  not  one 
written  in  such  a  slapdash  manner  (it’s  a 
disappointment  to  find  Nicholas  Stoller, 
who  directed  the  far  funnier  Forgetting 
Sarah  Marshall ,  among  Yes  Man's 
writers).  It  doesn’t  help  that  at  times,  Yes 
Man  feels  like  an  overly  long  commercial 
for  other  Warner  Bros,  properties:  Carl’s 
goofy  co worker  Norman  (Rhys  Darby 
from  The  Flight  of  the  Conchords)  throws 
two  costume  parties,  one  essentially  an 
ad  for  Harry  Potter  (which  would  have 
been  downright  timely  had  the  sixth  film 
not  been  postponed),  the  other  for  300. 
If  you  get  really  bored,  you  can  count 
the  other  product  placement  moments 
and  ask  yourself  whether  Yes  Man's 
message  is  really  to  say  yes  to  life  —  then 
have  a  Rolling  Rock  and  buy  a  Ducati. 
You  wouldn’t  want  to  turn  down  these 
opportunities,  right?  Blllf

'Yes,  Eugene,  we  can-can' 


The  advertising  may  say  things 
like  “Hell”  and  “Damnation,”  but 
the  cast  of  the  satirical  operetta 
Orpheus  in  the  Underworld  takes  time  out 
of  rehearsals  to  sing  “Happy  Birthday”  to 
its  members. 

The  Eugene  Opera  opens  a  crowded 
but  spectacular  32nd  season  with  this  light, 
funny,  politically  pointed  piece  by  Jacques 
Offenbach  that  makes  fun  of  celebrity, 
morals  and  rulers  today  with  as  much  elan 
as  it  did  in  1858  France  under  Napoleon 
III.  Not  only  that,  but  it’s  got  the  famous 
music  of  the  “Can-Can  Dance,”  originally 
written  for  this  production. 

“We  have  a  fantastic  production,”  says 
Eugene  Opera  Executive  Director  Mark 
Beudert,  who’s  directing  Orpheus.  “This 
cast  has  taken  the  ball,  and  they  are  running 
with  it.” 

The  chorus  and  some  of  the  principals, 
carrying  signs  that  say  “Yes,  Eugene,  We 
Can-Can,”  have  been  singing  on  the  streets 
and  in  the  malls.  They’ve  also  flyered  the 
town  to  create  more  interest  in  an  opera  that 
Beudert  says  people  in  Eugene  don’t  really 
know.  “It’s  as  funny  as  last  year’s  Pirates 
of  Penzancef  Beudert  says.  Despite  the 
humorous  nature  of  the  opera,  which  is 
sung  in  an  English  translation,  sales  appear 
a  bit  slow  —  which  is  why 
the  exuberant  cast  has 
fanned  out  across  the  city 
in  recent  days.  Sometimes, 
however,  their  energy 
needs  direction. 

“No!  Keep  the  ball 
down!”  Beudert  shouts 
over  the  music  during  a  Winter  Solstice 
rehearsal.  The  yellow  beach  ball  floats 
and  bounces  anyway  as  the  gods  organize 
an  escape  from  heaven.  They’re  tired  of 
their  Olympic  existence  and  in  need  of 
something  other  than  that  nasty  ambrosia 
and  the  disgusting  nectar,  so  they  head  to 
the  Underworld  for  one  Hell  of  a  party. 

Why  are  they  going  to  Hell?  Well, 
Public  Opinion  (the  sparkling  Sarah 
Mattox,  who  took  Eugene  by  storm 
as  Suzuki  in  last  year’s  production  of 
Madame  Butterfly)  tells  them  to.  More 
specifically,  she  forces  Orpheus  (Karl 


Reyes,  the  tenor  who  beautifully  sang 
Goro  in  Madame  Butterfly)  to  go  appeal 
for  the  gods’  help.  You  see,  Orpheus,  that 
famous  violinist,  has  many  affairs,  and  his 
wife  Eurydice  (Joelle  Harvey)  is  getting 
some  of  her  own  —  with  Pluto,  god  of 
the  underworld  (baritone  and  local  fave 
Douglas  Webster),  who  eventually  takes 
her  to  live  with  him.  The  celebrity  couple 
hate  each  other  and  couldn’t  be  happier 
with  this  turn  of  events,  but  Public  Opinion 
won’t  stand  for  Orpheus’ 
joy.  But  what  will  happen 
when  yet  another  god  — 
Jupiter,  played  by  Sandy 
Naishtat  —  falls  for  the 
beautiful  Eurydice?  In 
Hell,  gardener  John  Styx 
(played  by  famous  tenor 
and  University  of  Michigan  prof  George 
Shirley)  might  have  something  to  say 
about  that.  The  louche  gods  and  goddesses 
reflect  the  morals  of  the  ruling  class  in 
France’s  Second  Empire  —  or  maybe  of 
today,  Beudert  says. 

“People  ask  me,  ‘Does  anyone  go  to  the 
opera  to  enjoy  it?”’  Beudert  says,  “Well, 
in  Eugene,  they  do,  because  we  recognize 
what  the  performance  is.”  Beudert  believes 
the  community  will  come  through  with 
support.  “The  cast  is  fired  up,  and  Eugene 
should  come  and  see  this.  They’re  going  to 
have  a  great  time !  ”  BIN

Downtown  Eugene  and  its  surrounding 
environs  offer  a  plethora  of  musical  options.

Eccentric  Cellos 

Since  Doug  Jenkins  finished 
his  cello  studies  at  the  UO  a  few

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New  Year's  Confetti  Jelly 

An  auld  acquaintance  transformed  by  local  wine 


Making  jelly  is  considered  a 
summer  sport,  but  shimmering, 
festive  holiday  jellies  can  be 
created  with  ingredients  locally  available 
in  winter,  too.  I  recently  experimented  with 
herbal  jellies,  using  plants  fresh  and  dried 
from  my  garden  and  newly  ripened  lemons 
from  my  little  tree. 

Many  of  us  remember  the  ol’  cream 
cheese  pepper  jelly  appetizer  served 


with  crackers  on  the  holidays.  I  suggest 
transforming  this  auld  acquaintance  with  a 
festive  confetti  jelly:  pale  gold  riesling  gelled 
with  tiny  bits  of  chili  pepper,  lemon  zest  and 
rosemary.  Usually,  air  pockets  and  flecks  in 
ajar  of  homemade  jelly  are  unwelcome,  but 
this  recipe  requires  you  give  the  hot  liquid  a 
good  stir  with  a  whisk  to  create  thousands  of 
tiny  bubbles  —  perfect  to  accompany  your 
New  Year’s  toast.  Or  to  eat  on  toast. 


The  base  of  the  jelly  is  dry  riesling, 
a  wine  long  associated  with  cheap  swill 
in  the  PNW.  Pay  no  heed.  Willamette 
Valley  wineries  have  been  producing  some 
excellent  vintages  at  economical  prices. 
Don’t  use  the  best  stuff,  since  the  flavor 
will  be  muted  and  altered  by  sugar  and 
strong  herbs.  Keep  it  local  by  serving  the 
jelly  over  our  local  Nancy’s  cultured  cream 
cheese  with  home-baked  spelt  crackers.  The 
savory- sweet  jelly  is  also  good  as  a  glaze  on 
roasts  or  roasted  root  vegetables,  applied  a 
few  minutes  before  serving. 

For  this  recipe,  I  am  assuming  you  have 
basic  jelly-making  knowledge  about  how 


to  sterilize  your  jars,  use  new  lids  and  use  a 
water  bath  canner.  The  standard  resource  is 
the  Ball  Blue  Book  of  Preserving ,  available 
at  Extension  Service  offices  across  the 
country,  including  ours.  For  canning  safely, 
please  be  sure  to  use  an  updated  guide.  If 
you  do  not  feel  comfortable  with  canning, 
you  can  still  pour  the  jelly  into  spotlessly 
clean  jars  and  keep  it  in  the  refrigerator  for 
no  more  than  a  month.  Do  not  reduce  the 
amount  of  sugar  in  the  recipe,  as  it  is  needed 
to  activate  the  pectin.

Rosemary  Riesling  Confetti  Jelly 

Makes  five  8-ounce  jars 

3  1/4  cups  dry  riesling  (1  bottle) 

1  cup  freshly  cut  and  washed  rosemary  sprigs, 
about  3  inches  in  length,  loosely  packed 
1  heaping  tablespoon  dried  culinary  lavender 
1  organic  lemon 

1  package  powdered  pectin  (regular) 

4  cups  sugar 

1/4  teaspoon  red  pepper  flakes 

Bring  the  water  in  a  water  bath  canner  to  boil;  wash 
and  prepare  your  jars,  lids  and  rings,  following  updated 
canning  methods. 

Make  lemon  zest  and  juice:  Use  a  vegetable  peeler 
to  make  three  large  (2”  x  1”)  strips,  and  use  a  regular 
lemon  zester  to  zest  the  rest  of  the  lemon.  Do  not  use  a 
Microplane-type  zester,  which  will  not  yield  big  enough 


bits.  Set  aside  the  large  strips. 
Chop  the  small  zest  strips  finely. 
Juice  the  lemon,  reserving  two 
tablespoons. 

Make  the  confetti:  Remove  the 
rosemary  leaves  from  one  of  the 
sprigs  and  chop  finely.  Combine 
the  lemon  zest,  rosemary  leaves 
and  red  pepper  flakes.  There 
should  be  about  1  tablespoon. 
Measure  out  the  sugar  into  a  bowl 
and  mix  in  the  confetti. 

Combine  the  wine  with  the 
remaining  rosemary  sprigs, 
lavender  and  large  lemon  strips 
in  a  medium-sized  pot.  Bring  the 
wine  up  to  a  simmer,  then  remove 
from  heat  and  let  steep  for  about 
30  minutes. 
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After  wine  is  thoroughly 
cool,  mix  it  with  the  reserved 
lemon  juice  and  powdered 
pectin.  Mix  well,  breaking  up 
pectin  lumps.  Bring  mixture 
to  a  full  rolling  boil,  stirring 
constantly,  until  the  boil  cannot 
be  stirred  down. 

Add  sugar,  still  stirring 
constantly,  and  allow  mixture 
to  come  to  a  full  boil  again. 
Boil  hard  for  one  minute,  then 
remove  from  heat.  Skim  foam 
from  top,  then  give  it  a  good, 
hard  stir  with  a  whisk  to  create 
bubbles.  Immediately  pour 
into  hot  jars.  Seal  and  process 
in  a  water  bath  canner  for  10 
minutes.

It's  the  middle  of  May,  <Lque  onda?  / 
took  it  one  step  further,  ‘cuz  I  figure  I  have  to 
have  another  source  for  my  research.  I  went 
down  on  White  Road  (but  only  browns  live 
there!).  Same  thing-X-mas  lights  hanging.  Is 
my  gente  so  festive  that  it's  hard  to  get  over 
the  holiday  cheer?  I  mean,  my  mom  would  give 
me  nalgadas  if  I  didn't  take  ours  down  the  day 
after  the  Reyes  came  and  went.  Your  thoughts 
on  this  holiday  phenomena?  -  Confused  Wab 

Dear  Wab:  Mexicans  never  get  over  the  Navidad 
because  we  never  stop  partying  —  everyone  knows 
that!  In  fairness,  our  celebration  of  the  winter  holi¬ 
days  goes  on  much  longer  than  gabacho  Christians.

I'm  a  34-year-old  straight  woman  living  with  a  32-year-old  straight  man.  His  daugh¬ 
ter  is  2,  and  I  am  the  only  mother  she  has  ever  known.  (Her  real  mother  is  a  crack 
whore  somewhere.)  My  boyfriend  tells  me  he  loves  me,  but  it  doesn't  feel  like  he  wants 
to  spend  any  time  with  me.  I  pay  the  rent  and  am  the  only  person  in  our  household 
with  a  full-time  job.  When  I  get  home,  I  want  to  relax.  He  wants  to  go  out  because  he 
has  been  sitting  at  home  all  day.  If  he  hasn't  been  at  home,  he  has  been  running 
around  with  his  friends.  This  pisses  me  off,  and  I  am  not  afraid  to  tell  him  so.  His 
response?  "You're  just  jealous  because  you  have  to  work!"  Damn  right  I'm  jealous! 

Also,  I  do  all  the  cooking  and  don't  get  any  help  with  cleanup  or  housework. 

Other  factors  include  my  13-year-old  son,  who  has  had  trouble  adjusting  to  a  baby  in 
the  house;  my  boyfriend's  outstanding  warrants ;  and  the  fact  that  I  have  desperately 
wanted  another  baby  for  10  years.  What  on  earth  should  I  do? 

Back  Against  The  Wall 

Here's  one  occupational  hazard  of  the  advice-column  bidness:  If  you're  not  careful,  if 
you're  not  constantly  on  your  guard,  you  can  fill  your  column  with  letters  like  BATW's. 
Your  column  fills  up  with  letters  from  people  asking,  in  essence,  "DTMFA?"  and  you're 
forced  to  respond,  "Yes,  for  fuck's  sake,  DTMFA.''  (For  those  of  you  just  tuning  in:  DTMFA 
stands  for  "dump  the  motherfucker  already.'')  You  may  be  helping  people,  sure,  but 
your  column  quickly  becomes  a  tedious  slog,  people  stop  reading,  and  then  you  have  to 
get  a  real  job  at  an  auto  plant  or  a  hedge  fund  or  a  daily  newspaper. 

But  there  is  one  good  reason  to  run  DTMFA  letters:  You  can  dispose  of  the  letter 
quickly  -  keep  the  baby,  if  at  all  possible,  BATW,  and  DTMFA  the  freeloading,  inconsider¬ 
ate  piece  of  shit  -  and  move  on  to  more  interesting  topics. 

For  instance:  A  new  study  out  from  the  Bradley  Hasbro  Children's  Research  Center 
found  that  "anal  sex  is  on  the  rise"  among  straight  teenagers  and  young  adults.
